O live lim per T a k e s a T u r k is h H a th . 
I have read certainly not Ies3 than titty 
times elaborate descriptions ol genuine Turk­ 
ish baths by Bayard Taylor, Ross Browne and 
others, and I had always been by imagination 
filled with combined ecstasies of being scrub­ 
bed with hot water and perfumed soap, and 
iced sherbet, and I made up my mind not to 
leave Turkey without having had that de­ 
lightful experience. 
You know Chat I belong 
to the softer sex, and they do not battle 
promiscuously here as in Baden Baden, Long 
Branch and many oilier fashionable places. 
Tills balli where I went is for ladies alone, 
and not even the common herd being ad­ 
mitted, for the charge is very high. 
I have 
made a few friends among Hie natives since I 
came here, and can speak a few words of 
Greek (the predominant tongue,) and owing 
to my acquaintance with them, I got a 
glimpse, or rather a whole day’s sight, of u 
paradise where man is excluded. 
The exte­ 
rior of these baths is of the usual style, or uo 
stylo of Turkish architecture—but the interior 
fully recompenses for tho lack of beauty 
without. 
It la in the upper part of G alata 
and you go in l*dan chairs, which wait for 
you, as you must take Die extremest care of 
yourself in coming out ofthe hath, particular­ 
ly at this season of the year. 
A cold taken 
after a Turkish hath is always fatal. 
Four of us weut, together with two aer 
vants, who carried our towels, bathing-dresses 
and lunch. 
It is an all day’s job, and the 
ladies all take lunch with them. 
I had a 
number of very handsome and curious things 
given me at tho exposition by the Egyptian 
aud Turkislt commissions, and among them 
were large bathing towels with borders of 
gold woven in; also, a bathing dress similarly 
decorated. 
My friends Insisted on my taking 
them, and they made of me while in the hath 
a person of no ordinary importance, for, us it 
happens, no otto but royal ladies are permit­ 
ted to wear such in public bath!; however, 
nobody interfered with my right to wear 
them, only admired me, not always front a 
distance. 
On entering we were conducted lo a large 
room, where we must undress and leave our 
things. 
I think there were nearly fifty women 
there in ail stages of undress, who oil paused 
to regard us with curiosity while we disrobed. 
Men can pull off their most sacred garments, 
toss them in a heap, and run about as if 
nothing were amiss, but somehow I felt as 
Eve did, when she made the discovery that 
she was u little too thinly clad for that time 
of the year. 
A servant caught up our bathing dressed 
and left Hie room, beckoning us to follow. 
IVO ran tile gauntlet of a hundred jrair of 
eyes before we reached the divan where I was 
laid, Ilk** a defunct, still with no clothes on. 
I raised my head to gee if I could not find a 
friendly towel or anything, bm the attendant 
ducked my bead track on the pillow again, as 
much us to say, “ lie there.” 
I did, hut rolled 
my eyes around a little, and saw that thole 
were al least twenty more women lying 
[around iii spots like myself; but they all 
wee fled to take it very easily. 
jj§Tbe room was very warm and grew wanner 
perceptibly, though how, I don’t ktiow, until 
I began to feel as if I should suffocate, until 
my heart beat painfully and I grow very faint, 
when one of the women gave me some lemon­ 
ade, (>f which I drank two glasses. 
Thou, all 
of a sudden, I began to (lerspire, and I looked 
like a pumpkin that had lain out all night in 
a heavy dew. 
I fell as if I was dissolving, 
and waited patiently till tho end should come, 
and I should be but the transparent essence 
of what was once a very substantial body; 
hut that time had not come. 
I was so sleepy 
that I fell like calling very hard names, when 
the woman came in und made me get up after 
she had rubbed mc dowu like a race horse 
with u pair of very scratchy gloves, which 
left my skin as red as a lobster. 
Then, we 
uil being in the same state, were led into an­ 
other great, vaulted, marble-floored room, 
where the divans are made of marble, which 
is not at all soft to lie on. 
This room was 
warmer than the lust, the more vapory, and I 
the vajior was more strongly perfumed with 
[sandal wood. 
Afier lying a few moments the 
marble grows soft, und it sensu of the most 
[delicious repose comes over you. 
You feel a 
[soft languor aud a dreamy content, aud your 
eyes close, and you lay with a smile of ex­ 
quisite laziness on your lips, and your imagi­ 
nation flies ort in every possible direction, 
when the sweet repose is again rudely broken, 
und you have again to “move on.” 
Now, indeed, opens the door of paradise; 
you are led, still without other coveting thou 
[nature gives you, into a large circular room, 
with marble pillars supporting the blue dome 
that is spangled with stars. 
All around Hic 
room are marble divans, and in the centre is 
un immense fountain, iu the basin of which 
are sixty or seventy girls and women playing 
|iu the warm, perfumed water, or lying in ult 
attitudes on the marble edges of the basin. 
Tho water rises in one graud column over fifty 
feet, und falls hack into an upper hasiu, while 
the lower one is undisturbed, except by the 
beautiful white forms that it most delights to 
receive. 
Ou all the divans lay women of all uges and 
complexions, even to some Degreases, who 
only served lo make the white bodies and 
polished limbs to appear more lovely than 
ever. 
Small fountains were placed at regular 
intervals around the large room and tliesu the 
attendants poured continuously over the bod­ 
ies of those who lay on the divans warm 
water, which was carried oil by pijies.

A N ew A q u a riu m C u r. 
A new aquarium car forty feet long, and 
nine feet wide, with twenty wheels aud att air­ 
brake and Miller platform is being constructed 
at Charleston, N. lf., and xviii shortly pass 
through this city on its way to California. 
A 
stationary freslt water tank, capable of hold­ 
ing five tons of water, is placed at one end of 
the car, aud at the other cud aru two tanks 
holding a similar quantity of salt water, and 
between these are twenty portable tanks. Ice 
boxes are placed over the tanks and it is pro­ 
posed to take the following varieties of fish: 
Lobsters and oysters from Massachusetts bay; 
tautogs, eels and wcuk-fi.h from Martha's 
Vineyard; striped bass, king fish und blue 
fish from New York harbor; black bass and 
glass-eyed pike from Lake Champlain, Michi­ 
gan aud Nebraska; born pouts from Lake 
Champlain; fresh water eels from the Hudson 
river; shad from the Hudson or Connecticut 
river; cat-fish from Raritan river, N. J., ale­ 
wives from Mystic river, Mas*.

B A T H IN G IN C O N STA N TIN O PLE . 
O liv e H a rp er T a k es a T u r k ish H a th . 
I have read certainly not lcs3 than fifty 
times elaborate descriptions of genuine Turk­ 
ish baths by Bayard Taylor, Ross Browne and 
others, and I had always been by imagination 
filled with combined ecstacies of being scrub­ 
bed with hot water and perfumed soap, and 
iced sherbet, and I made up my mind not to 
leave Turkey without having had that de­ 
lightful experience. You know Chat I belong 
to the softer sex, and they do not bathe 
promiscuously here as in Badon Baden, Long 
Branch and many other fashionable places. 
This bath where I went is for ladies alone, 
and not even the common herd being ad­ 
mitted, for the charge is very high. 1 have 
made a few friends among the natives since I 
came here, aud can speak a few words of 
Greek (the predominant tongue,) and owing 
to my acquaintance with them, I got a 
glimpse, or rather a whole day’s sight, of a 
paradise where man is excluded. The exte­ 
rior of these baths is of the usual style, or no 
style of-Turkish architecture—but the interior 
fully recompenses for the lack of beauty 
without. It is in the upper part of Galata 
and you go in sedan chairs, which wait for 
you, as you must take the cxtremest care of 
yourself in coming out of the bath, particular­ 
ly at this season of the year. A cold taken 
after a Turkish bath Is always fatal. 
Four of us went, together with two ser­ 
vants, who carried our towels, bathing-dresses 
and lunch. It is an all day’s job, and the 
ladies all take lunch with them. I had a 
number of very handsome and curious things 
given me at the exposition by the Egyptian 
aud Turkish commissions, and among them 
were large bathing towels with borders of 
gold woven in; also, a bathing dress similarly 
decorated. My friends insisted on my taking 
them, and they made of me while in the bath 
a person of no ordinary importance, for, as it 
happens, no one but royal ladies are permit­ 
ted to wear such in public baths; however, 
nobody interfered with my right to wear 
them, only admired me, not always from a 
distance. 
On entering we were conducted to a large 
room, where we must undress and leave our 
things. I think there wore nearly fifty women 
there in all stages of undress, who all paused 
to regard us with curiosity while we disrobed. 
Men can pull off their most sacred garments, 
tos3 them in a heap, aud run about as if 
hotbiug were amiss, but somehow I felt as 
Eve did, when she made the discovery that 
she was a little too thinly clad for that time 
of the year. 
A servant caught up our bathing dresseJ 
and left the room, beckoniDg us to follow. 
We ran" the gauntlet of a hundred pair of 
eyes before we reached the divan where I was 
laid, like a defunct, still with no clothes on. 
I raised my head to see if I could uot find a 
friendly towel or anythiug, bsl the attendant 
ducked my head back on the pillow again, as 
much as to say, “lie there.” I did, but rolled 
my eyes around a little, and saw that there 
were at least twenty more women lying 
around in spots like myself; but they all 
seeded to take it very easily. 
The room was very warm and grew warmer 
perceptibly, though how, I dou’t know, until 
I began to feel as if I should suflocate, until 
my heart boat painfully and I grew very faint, 
when one of the women gave me some lemon­ 
ade, of which I drank two glasses. Tliou, all 
of a sudden, 1 began to perspire, and I looked 
like a pumpkin that had lain out all night in 
a heavy dew. I fell as if I was dissolving, 
and waited patiently till the end should come, 
and I should be but the transparent essence 
of what was once a very substantial body; 
but that time had not come. I was so sleepy 
that I felt like callin'/ very hard names, when 
the woman came in aud made me get up after 
she had rubbed me down like a race horse 
with a pair of very scratchy glove3, which 
left my skin as red as a lob3ter. Then, we 
all being in the same state, were led into an­ 
other great, vaulted, marble-floored room, 
where the divans are made of marble, which 
is not at all soft to lie on. This room was 
warmer than the last, the more vapory, and 
the vapor was more strongly perfumed with 
sandal wood. After lying a few moments the 
marble grows soft, and a sense of the most 
delicious repose comes over you. You feel a 
soft languor aud a dreamy content, aud your 
eyes close, aud you lay with a smile of ex­ 
quisite laziness on your lips, and your imagi­ 
nation flies ofl in every possible direction, 
when the sweet repose is again rudely broken, 
and you have again to “move on.” 
Now, indeed, opens the door of paradise; 
you are led, still without other covering than 
nature gives you, into a large circular room, 
with marble pillars suj)porUug the blue dome 
that is spangled with stars. All around the 
room are marble divans, and in the centre is 
an immense fountain, in the basin of which 
are sixty or seventy girls and women playing 
in the warm, perfumed water, or lying in all 
attitudes on the marble edges of the basin. 
Tho water rises in one grand column over fifty 
feet, and falls back into an upper basiu, while 
the lower one is undisturbed, except by the 
beautiful white forms that it most delights to 
receive. 
On all the divans lay women of all ages and 
complexions, even to some negreases, who 
only served to make the white bodies and 
polished limbs to appear more lovely than 
ever. Small fountains were placed at regular 
intervals around the large room and these the 
attendants poured continuously over the bod­ 
ies of those who lay on the divans warm 
water, which was carried ofl by pipes.

A N ew A q u a rlu n t C ur. 
A new aquarium car forty feet long, and 
nine feet wide, with twenty wheels andan air 
brake and Miller platform is being constructed 
at Charleston, N. 11., and will shortly pass 
through this city on its way to California. A 
stationary fresh water tank, capable of hold­ 
ing five tons of water, is placed at one end of 
the car, and at the other end are two tanks 
holding a similar quantity of salt water, and 
between these are twenty portable tanks. Ice 
boxes are placed over the tanks and it is pro 
posed to take the following varieties of fish: 
Lobsters and oysters from Massachusetts bay; 
tautogs, eels and weak-fish from Martha’s 
Vineyard; striped bass, king fish and blue 
fish from New York harbor; black bass and 
glass-eyed pike from Lake Champlain, Michi­ 
gan and Nebraska; horn pouts from Lake 
Champlain; fre3h water eels from the Hudson 
river; shad from the Hudson or Connecticut 
river; cat-fish from Raritan river, N. J., ale- 
wives from Mystic river, Mass.

V' e incline to thiuk the trades-unions, how­ 
ever helpful to labor they may be in certaiD 
aspects of the case, are often the organized 
enemies of the men who compose them.

The scien­ 
tific world is already highly' excited about the 
coming event. 
All civilized nations,—among 
which we are egotistic enough to reckon our­ 
selves—propose to send instruments and ob­ 
servers to the South Sea, from which the event 
will be most clearly visible.

X lic S u m n e r S a le . 
Most of the private household oflects of the 
late Senator Sumuer were disposed of by auc­ 
tion the other day at his former home in Wash­ 
ington. 
The collection, was various and val­ 
uable, Mr. Sumner having been a man of per­ 
fect taste in respect to the details as well as 
to the essentials of his life. 
Coifsidered as 
the property of a man by no means wealthy, 
his works of art were noticeable for their va­ 
riety and characteristic beauty, 
lie had 
gathered them from all sources, without sys­ 
tem or special forethought, taking what hap­ 
pened to suit his critical fancy when he met 
*t. Paying often any price within his means to 
obtain a treasure few others would have ob­ 
served or coveted. 
The walls or his house be­ 
came in the course of time completely covered 
with pictures and set with shelves holding 
statuettes or rare old bronzes. 
Visitors often 
spoke ot llie richness of the house and the 
culture and refinement of its occupant which 
an hour spent within it left upon them. 
Mr. 
Sumner was not solicitous about the mere 
m atter of tbe usual regulation furniture need­ 
ed in his own as in all homes, but iuvested 
time and thought in arranging his store of the 
rare and costly works of painter, sculptor and 
engraver. 
All this is gone. 
The owner, 
whose loving, brooding spirit drew his miscel­ 
laneous treasures into a unity of effect and 
tfeeling, being gone, why should not the emp­ 
ty shell collapse and follow ? 
When the key­ 
stone of an arch is taken out, the falling, 
stone by stone, of all that composed the 
airy, graceful span is a natural result. 
There 
is something less ghastly in death Itself than 
in the train ot sequences which is dragged be­ 
hind. 
The hard-handed farmer may lie still 
and cold beneath his root and the event ex­ 
cite no comment, except such as is common 
to the one thing which happens to all; but 
when the old place, no longer cored for by bis 
strength and industry, goes piece by piece 
under the hammer, then begins the real deso­ 
lation. 
The man 13 gone and his works do 
follow him. 
Mr. Sumner’s house, in which oc­ 
curred during the eventful year3 of his resi­ 
dence ¡11 Washington a greater number of no­ 
table interviews and gatherings than iu any 
other strictly private mansion, has vanished 
with the flame which was extinguished from 
the torch of his life. There is little to be said: 
it is the way of the world. 
The Senator’s 
colored friends were more anxious than oth­ 
ers, we see, to obtain souvenirs of their noble 
frieud. 


A N o w E r a . 
The brewers propose to try their hand at 
■reforming the world. 
All sorts of millenial 
machinery having met with only limited suc­ 
cess, they suggest that we see what virtue 
there is in beer to promote morality. 
So the 
men of malt assembled in Boston and passed 
resolutions to the above effect. 
The assem­ 
blage was called a Congress, to the employ­ 
ment of which grave and dignified word iu 
their case no one can reasonably object. 
Many a Congress of other men than brewers 
has 'com e and gone, leaving no better smell 
behind it than they will—perhaps, at times, 
not so good. 
The brewers hope “ that a new 
era wili be inaugurated in our entire social 
sysfem.” We must 9ay we hope tho brewers 
are prophetic in hoping so. 
There is no 
want more pressing, no need more imperative, 
than the want and need of a new era. 
Noth­ 
ing, when realized, wifi be greeted witli wider 
and more sincere popular approval. 
Poets 
have sighed for if and reformers of every breed 
and species have assured us that it would 
soon be ushered iu. 
But methods vary, we 
perceive, among the be3t and sincerest peo­ 
ple. 
The temperance folks expect to intro­ 
duce the new era by overtbowiug all drinking 
customs and turning every drop of alcoholic 


and m alt liquors Into the cold and filthy gut­ 
ter. 
Then they want to insure the continu­ 
ance of the new era by prohibiting tbe manu­ 
facture and sale of the aforesaid beverages 
by tbe most radical and uncompromising 
legislation. 
Now, the brewers see the whole 
subject in a diflertnt light altogether. 
They 
want to stop the Simon-pure rumsellers from 
deluging the earth with the form of deatli and 
d—nation peculiar to them, but beer, they 
say, is decidedly another sort of thing, and 
just the tackle precisely with which to haul 
along the new era. 
The brewers take tbe 
extreme ground aud don’t hesitate to state it 
in words plain as the Institutes of Calvin, that 
“ men cannot be angels while in the flesh.” If 
that proposition had come from some authori­ 
ty a trifle nearer orthodoxy than a Congress 
of Brewers, we should take great comfort in 
believing it. 
It is a discouraging thing to be 
expected to be an angel when one observes 
the terrible failures to square up to that high 
standard of character which lie all around us. 
And if we could be dead certain that tbe brew­ 
ers know that angelhood is not demanded of 
us “ while in the flesh,” we should feel less 
nervous than we sometimes do under tbe 
opposite theory. 
And tbe deduction that the 
brewers draw from the anti-angelic premise 
mu3t be allowed to be business-like aud to the 
point: if we can’t be angels and ought not to 
fool away time trying to be angels, then let 
us drink beer. 
The “ fanatical dreamers"and 
“ would-be moral reformers” will dispute this 
conclusion, we suppose, and the brewers look 
for them to do it. 
Well, we shall be glad to 
hail the new era wljeu it arrives, and if whis­ 
key could give place to beer it is not impossi­ 
ble that it would soon come hopping along. 
Anyway, there is a pleasant novelty in ale as 
an advocate of sobriety.

republican navy. 
The cause was the admis­ 
sion into the port of a foreign ship containing 
a cargo of contraband goods.

[Every law, unless a different tim e shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the tw en­ 
tieth day after the day of Its final passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of 
State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.) 
CHAP. 350. 
AN ACT further to provide for the paym ent of cer­ 
tain certificates issued to the militia of the State 
for sevrvlces in the war of eighteen hundred and 
tw elve. 
P assed May 7, 1874; three-fifths being present. 
The People of the State of Scio York, represented in 
Senate ana Assembly, do enact an foliotes: 


S e c t io n 1. The additional sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money 
which shall be in the treasury not otherwise ap­ 
propriated, to be apportioned, paid out and dis­ 
bursed in all respects, as is provided in the act en­ 
titled “ An act to provide for the paym ent of cer­ 
tain ccrtiticates issued to the m ilitia of the State 
for services In the war of eighteen hundred and 
twelve, and which certificates arejnow held by re 3 
idcnts of this State named therein,” passed May 
first, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and also as 
provided in an act entitled “ An act further to pro­ 
vide for the paym ent of certain certificates issued 
to the m ilitia of the State for services in the war 
of eighteen hundred and tw elve,’.’ passed April 
tw enty-ninth, eighteen hundred and seventy, ex­ 
cept is the same may be otherwise herein directed.

about all the men, women and children resi­ 
dents iu that part of the city were spectators. 
One spindle-shanked negro who was wild with 
rum was inviting “any son of a 
to come 
out in the road and lick him,” but there being 
no such breed of clogs about, that “man and 
brother” didn’t get what would have done him 
“a power of good.” Soon after this phase of 
the performance a one-armed man of color, 
who is seen almost every day about The 
Strand, became involved in a row with Gil. 
Smith’s hostler, Harry, we believe his name 
is, and struck him over the right eye with, 
our reporter, who passed soon after the blow 
was inflicted, was informed, a mallet, and a 
fearful gash made, from which the blood 
flowed in a steady stream, while the people 
stood idly by and ottered no assistance to the 
wounded man. 
The negroes crowded the 
windows,, doors and porches of the tenement 
liouso and while the men were loudly proclaim­ 
ing how many sons of 
they could lick in 
two minutes the females were shrilly telling 
them to “ hold yer jaw an go in do house, 
’fore you gits yer head busted open.” 
It is 
said that house Is the sceno of frequent and 
disgraceful rows,which disturb and scandalize 
the whole neighborhood, but such doings 
should not be permitted to coutinue, for it is 
an easy m atter, by law, to break up that col­ 
ony of colored folks ¡f they are disorderly.

The sale of lots at Round Lake, yesterday, 
was very largely attended, and about $8,000 
was realized. 
Mr. Simmons of Albany was 
auctioneer, and disposed of the lots, the terms 
being twenty-five per cent. ca3h dowu or 
within thirty days, the balance, half in six 
months, the other half in twelve months, with 
interest. 
The leases to he delivered when the 
whole nuiount 13 paid. 
Tho lots were started 
at $100 each, unless differently specified. 
The first camp meeting at this place was 
held in 1868. 
Nearly $100,000 have been ex­ 
pended in purchasing and 
improving the 
grounds, not including the elegant depot 
erected by the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company, at an expense of $10,000.

The proportions of the United Slates Hole 
at Saratoga are of a sftipeudous character. It 
is 1,400 feet iu length, or more than a quarter 
of a mile long, covering 95,000 feet of earth, 
with 
sleeping accommodations for 
1,200 
guests, with 1,850 windows, 2,500 doors, miles 
of gas and water pipes, and constructed of 
upwards of 4,000,000 bricks. 
The entire cost 
is $900,000, of which the furniture cost $225,- 
000; 30,000 yards of carpet are required to 
cover the floor. 
Steam pipes run through the 
building for use on a cold and uBpleasant day. 
There are in it 768 lodging rooms, 500 of which 
are plumbed iu tho most substantial and mod­ 
ern style with stationary wash basins, etc. 
There are 65 suits of rooms, containing from 
one to seven lodging r<3oms with parlors, 
bath and water closets attached to each. The 
building occupies a plot of ground or seven 
acres in extent, in the form of an irregular 
pentagon.

structure in the Gothic style of architecture, 
with a tower 180 feet high.

E dito r F r e e m a n :— In your issue of the 2d 
instant I noticed a card over the name of 
George F. Kierated with reference to the cele­ 
bration of Decoration Day in this city. 
The 
writer shows such a lameutable amount of ig­ 
norance, as well as betraj3 such despicable 
meanness, that tor the benefit of your many 
readers, who may not all be cognizant of 
the facts, I ask a small space in your paper 
for an explanation. 
In the firstjplnce,then,l personally kuow that 
there was a carriage and an abundance of 
flowers set apart for the colored people. Col. 
Westbrook called on several colored men in 
the city urging them to take part in the exer­ 
cises, offering them a place in the procession 
and soliciting them if they knew of any graves 
of colored soldiers not yet discovered, to send 
names and localities to the committee, and if 
any colored boy in blue was left out it was the 
fault of such men as George F. Kiersted, who 
keptm the background on Decoration Day 
and sought some days after to convey a 
wrong impression to the public mind, and ex­ 
cite animosities which should long ago have 
been buried beyond the possibility of a resur­ 
rection. 
Perhaps if he had exerted himself a 
little more last Saturday lie would have less 
occasion to slander those who tried to do 
their duty on That solemn day. 
I, for one, would tender, on behalf of the 
eolored people of the City of Kingston, to Col. 
Westbrook and his noble assistants our deep- 
felt thanks for all their labors on Decoration 
Day, and repel the insinuation of the writer in 
your paper above mentioned that any dead 
soldier’* graves not covered with flowers, 
simply because he carried a black instead of 
a white skin.
